PREPARING 


by Which the Tootfcioma 


£41blr Im Made MarUetablc. 


By tar tbe most valuable byproduct 


obtained from the sturgeon is ihe roe, 
from whicb the valuable eotmsercjal 
product called caviare is prcpaieU. 
For 


this only liie hard roe of the "cow" C.sU 
is suppo.seti to be used. Tlit- manner of 
preparayoa is as follows: 


After the es^s have been remove-.! froia 


the fish they are placed in Icrge c-hunt- 
upon a siaud. the top of which is formed 
of a small meshed screen. On the under- 
sicle is arranged a zinc lined trough, 
nbout IS iaehes deep. 2 feet wide and -i 
feet long. The operator yen tly rubs the 
luass of eggs back and forth over t!r» 
screen. The iiiesh is just large enough 
lu let the eggs drop through, cud as they 
arv separated from the membrane Ly the 
rubbing they fall throagh into the trough 
and are thence drawn off into tubs by 
means of a sliding door ai the end of tli-? 
trough. 


After all the roe has been Sf-parai..-J 


the tub is removed and a eertaia propor- 
tion of the best Luneberg (Germany) salt 
added to the rce, after which tbe opera- 
tor carefully stirs and mixes the aass 
witli his bauds. The most delicate part 
of the whole operation is in tbe manner 
of mixing. No direct rule can bo giveu 
for doing this portion of the work, as the 
condition of tbe roe regulates the time 
consumed and tbe manner of handling. 
It requires practical experience to be- 
come proficient. 


After adding tbe salt the mass of eg^a 


first dries up, but in 10 or 15 minutes the 
strength of the salt draws from the eggs 
their watery constituents and a copious 
brine is formed, which can be poured off 
when the tub becomes too full. The salt- 
ed eggs are poured into very finely mesh- 
ed'sieves, which hold about ten pounds 
each. In the caviare bouse are usually 
arranged long, sloping boards, with nar- 
row strips nailed on each side. On these 
the sieves are placed and are left there 
from 8 to 20 hours in order to thoroughly 
drain. 
** 


Tbe eggs have now become caviare 


of commerce and are transferred to small 
casks of either oak or pine, which have 
been steamed in order to prevent .any 
possible leakage; tbe casks are covered 
and allowed to stand until the gas es- 
capes and tbe eggs settle. The vacant 
space caused by tbe settling is then filled, 
and tbe cask headed up and put in a cool 
place until ready for shipment. 
The 


casks cost about $1 eacb and hold about 
133 pounds net. It requires about 11 
quarts of salt to prepare a keg of caviare. 
—Philadelphia Press.

Gi*a*ral Wood has notified Secretary 
Hoot that he has communicated to the 
Cuban convention the Information that 
congress has enacted into law the 
terms of the relations which shall ex- 
ist between the United States and 
Cuba. 


Confidence is still expressed by the 


administration that tht- Cubans will 
gracefully accept the dictum of this 
government. They do not intend, how- 
ever, to be coerced into acceptance. 


General Wood received a c-oinplaint 


from prominent natives of the propos- 
ed visit of the north Atlantic squadron. 
It \\-as pointed out to him that the 
presence of the battleships would cause 
an unpleasant impression and that it 
would seem to have been arranged es- 
pecially for the moral effect it would 
have upon the Cubans. 


There -was no such purpose in the 


projected visit of the squadron. 
The 


itinerary was prepared by Rear Ad- 
miral Farquhar, and Secretary Long 
approved it. At the time action was 
taken on the itinerary it was believed 
the constitutional convention would be 
dissolved before the arrival of the 
ships. 


To prevent any impression getting 


abroad that the United States is try- 
ing to force the Cubans to comply with 
the terms determined upon by this gov- 
ernment, Secretary Long telegraphed 
to Hear Admiral Farquhar to forward 
to Washington a modified itinerary, 
omitting Cuba. 


The trial of the battleship Alabama, 


which was to occur just outside of Ha- 
vana on March 12, will take place in 
the bay of Florida on March 9. It is 
believed the revocation of the orders 
to the squadron will have a good ef- 
fect on the convention.

statement, "possibly mediately and1 
conveyed in infected clothing. Like all 
zymotic diseases, susceptibility to it 
varies; unlike some, immunity docs oot 
follow a previous attack."
